PRELIMINARY SESSION 


President Glenn E. Cartwright called 
the meeting to order at 8:00 p.m. and 
presented Dr. Lon W. Morrey, Chair- 
man of the special subcommittee of the 
Program Committee, to introduce the 
first speaker. Dr. Morrey then intro- 
duced Mr. Ade Schumacher, Assistant 
Athletic Director of Northwestern Uni- 
versity, who spoke on the past football 
season and then showed motion pictures 
on some of the highlights of Northwest- 
ern’s recent games. His running narra- 
tive made this feature extremely inter- 
esting. After the picture was shown, he 
introduced two of the players, Alf Bau- 
man and Bill DeCorrevant, who spoke 
briefly. 

The meeting was then adjourned to 
the business session. 


BUSINESS SESSION 


The business meeting was called to 
order at 8:30 p.m. Motion was made 
and severally seconded to dispense with 
the reading of the minutes of the previ- 
ous meeting because of publication in 
THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW. Motion car- 
ried. 


Motion was then made and severally 
seconded that the minutes of the Novem- 
ber meeting as published in THE FORT- 
NIGHTLY REVIEW be approved. Motion 
carried. 

Dr. John H. Hospers of the Clinic 
Committee, spoke briefly on the plan to 
have an Oral Diagnosis Clinic as a part 
of the program. He asked members to 
submit case histories for study and diag- 
nosis by the men who had been invited 
to appear on this particular clinic. 

Dr. Lon W. Morrey, speaking for the 
Public Relations Commission, called at- 
tention to the program of the Dental 
Hygiene Institute of Chicago as pub- 
lished in the December 15 issue of THE 
FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW and urged full 
support for the Institute. 

The Secretary read the following 
resolution : 


RESOLUTION 


“The Board of Directors of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society has observed a con- 
stantly growing tendency on the part of 
affiliated organizations of dentists (the 
American Dental Association and the 
Illinois State Dental Society not being 
considered as coming within this defini- 
tion) to hold scientific and_ business 
meetings prior to or during the annual 
Midwinter Meeting of this Society. Sci- 
entific meetings held by such groups 
under such circumstances tend to detract 
from the worth of the annual Midwinter 
Meeting and unless properly checked will 
eventually seriously impair its usefulness 
to the profession at large as well as to 
our own members. 

“Business sessions of affiliated organ- 
izations are likewise a threat to the in- 
tegrity of the annual Midwinter Meet- 
ing unless held at such hours a#not to 
conflict with the regularly scheduled 
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activities of the Midwinter Meeting. Be 
it, 

“RESOLVED, THEREFORE, that the 
Chicago Dental Society in regular session 
concur in these statements and effective 
with the 1943 Midwinter Meeting dis- 
approve of scientific meetings of affili- 
ated organizations immediately preced- 
ing or during the annual Midwinter 
Meeting and that business sessions of 
such groups be likewise disapproved un- 
less limited to such hours as not to con- 
flict with the regularly scheduled activi- 
ties of the Midwinter Meeting and be it 
further, 

“RESOLVED that this resolution be 
published in THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW 
OF THE CHICAGO DENTAL SOCIETY and 
copies sent to all affiliated organizations 
of record.—Glenn E. Cartwright, Presi- 
dent; Christian Davidson, Vice-Presi- 
dent; Harold W. Oppice, Secretary; 
Leo W. Kremer, Treasurer.” 

Dr. Cartwright stated that in accord- 
ance with the By-Laws this resolution 
would be laid on the table until the next 


meeting and in the interim would be 
published in THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW. 


SCIENTIFIC MEETING 


The scientific meeting was called to 
order at 8:45 p.m. and the Chairman 
introduced Dr. Lloyd H. Dodd, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Dental Health 
Education of the Illinois State Dental 
Society, with the request that he intro- 
duce the essayist. Dr. Dodd then intro- 
duced Dr. John C. Brauer, of Iowa City, 
who gave an illustrated lecture on Facts 
and Fallacies in the Practice of Dentis- 
try for Children. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Brauer’s ad- 
dress, the Chairman expressed the So- 
ciety’s appreciation to Dr. Brauer for his 
excellent address and to the Illinois State 
Dental Society for its cooperation in 
presenting this program. 

The meeting was then adjourned at 
10 :00 p.m. 

Approximately 350 members were 
present. 


The Caustic Action of Sodium Sulfathia- 
zole:—That the local use of sodium sulfathia- 
zole, or, in fact, the use of any sodium salt of 
sulfanilamide may be extremely dangerous is 
indicated by the following report: 

A woman had a foul purulent infection in 
the left antrum following the extraction of a 
tooth. There was some osteomyelitis in the 
area of the tooth socket, where there was a 
fistula. The teeth adjacent to the fistula were 
loose and the bone about the roots was in- 
volved. There was a large, loose sequestrum 
in the fistula and the discharge was extremely 
foul. The exodontist was afraid that he would 
stir up a more extensive process if any further 
operative procedure was done. 

Since frequent irrigations of the antrum did 
not benefit her, sodium sulfathiazole was tried. 
After the sinus was washed out with physio- 
logic sodium chloride 5 cc. of 5% sodium 
sulfathiazole was instilled. The patient re- 
ported that there seemed to be less foul dis- 
charge and that she felt better the next day. 
During the next three weeks 10% sulfathia- 
zole was instilled ten times. Following this, 
the discharge again seemed more foul and 
small spicules of bone were taken out of the 
tooth socket. The sequestrum above the fistula 
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became more loose, so it was decided to re- 
move it and the two adjacent teeth. The 
removal of the teeth and the large sequestrum 
made a large opening into the antrum, which 
was filled with a black appearing material 
with the consistency of clay. No normal tissue 
or lining was seen. The patient had an un- 
eventful convalescence. Dr. M. L. Tainter of 
the Pharmacology Department of Stanford 
University, School of Medicine said that this 
condition had probably been caused by the 
excessive alkalinity of the solution employed. 

The sodium salts of the sulfanilamide group 
are extremely alkaline, having a pH which 
ranges from 10 to 11. A solution of this 
alkalinity is extremely caustic so that in the 
case reported above the granulation tissues 
and lining of the antrum were simply charred 
or burned. The sodium salts of the sulfanil- 
amide group are so caustic that they may do 
irreparable damage if they are instilled into 
the tissues, sinuses or any body cavity. Dentists 
using sodium salts of a sulfanilamide group 
in root canal therapy should be very careful 
not to allow the solution to reach the peri- 
apical tissues.—Fletcher, Russell, case reported 
in Correspondence, J.A.M.A. 117:1204 (Octo-

AAA LABORATORIES 
FINED FOR VIOLATION OF LAW 


The following information was pub- 
lished in a recent issue of The Report of 
the Chicago Better Business Bureau: 

“The AAA Dental Laboratories, Inc., 
with several Chicago addresses, on No- 
vember 6, 1941, in a jury trial in the 
court of Judge Leon Edelman, was 
found guilty of violating Section 18a of 
the Illinois Dental Practice Act and fined 
$200 and costs. 

“The case was ably prosecuted by 
James Brown, Assistant State’s Attorney. 

“Reputedly the only evidence offered 
was a newspaper containing the Labora- 
tories’ advertising and the testimony of 
two newspaper employees that it had 
been inserted and paid for by the de- 
fendant. 


“The defendant announced the case 


would be appealed, whereupon the court - 


fixed the appeal bond at $200 and 
granted it thirty days within which to 


perfect ‘such appeal. A complaint simi- 
lar to that on which conviction was ob- 
tained, and involving the same defend- 
ant, is now pending but is said to involve 
advertising copy appearing in another 
medium. 

“The latest attempt of certain dental 
laboratories to evade the provisions of 
recent amendments to the Illinois Dental 
Practice Act involves use of language 
such as: ‘We make dentures upon re- 
ceipt of impressions and orders from— 
and solicit the patronage of—lIllinois 
registered licensed dentists only.’ So far 
as the Bureau knows, no court has as yet 
passed upon copy of this sort. 

“Because of the recent decision of the 
Supreme Court of Illinois in Lasdon, et 
al., vs. Hallahan (followed as it was by 
the recent conviction of the AAA Dental 
Laboratories, Inc.), the Chicago Better 
Business Bureau has informed advertis- 
ing media that, in its opinion, advertising 
of dental laboratories directed to the 
public is not in the latter’s interest.” 


COMMUNITY FUND 
CONTRIBUTIONS STILL 
ACCEPTABLE 


Chicago dentists and their employees 
subscribed 145 per cent of their quota in 
the 1941 Community Fund drive to 
raise $3,583,000. according to an analysis 
of subscriptions released by Robert A. 
Gardner, president. 

Dr. Frederick B. Noyes, Chairman of 
the Dental Committee for the Fund, states 
the subscriptions are still acceptable. 

Dr. Noyes is being assisted by these 
members of the Dental Committee : Drs. 
Glenn E. Cartwright, Charles W. Free- 
man, Fred W. Gethro, W. H. G. Logan 
and Harold W. Welch. 

The drive officially ended when the 
50,000 volunteer workers broke an all-

EDITORIAL 


SHALL THE ORAL HYGIENIST BE RECOGNIZED ? 


The Board of Directors of the Chicago Dental Society recently had its attention 
directed to the status of the oral hygienists in the State of Illinois. For a number of 
years, the Illinois State Oral Hygienists’ Association has held a meeting in conjunc- 
tion with our midwinter convention and has been assigned quarters in the hotel. 
The assignment had become more or less automatic; each year the same arrange- 
ments were continued. This year the change in hotels made a reconsideration of 
room applicants and assignments necessary. The application of the oral hygienists’ 
association was discussed and it was decided that if their application was accepted 
the Chicago Dental Society would be placed in the incongruous position of inferen- 
tially approving their legislative objective of licensure for limited practice. Their 
request for meeting rooms and for announcements in the official program therefore 
was denied. 

A distinguished group of members of the Chicago Dental Society then appealed to 
the Board in behalf of the Illinois State Oral Hygienists’ Association, pointing out 


that hygienists are now licensed in thirty-two states and two territories; that for 


many years the association had met in conjunction with our Midwinter Meeting ; 
that the majority of those planning to attend the 1942 Meeting would be from out 
of state, and that considerable embarrassment and hardship would be caused by this 
unprecedented action at such a late date. The Board reconsidered and subsequently 
decided that the hygienists’ association be permitted the same privileges that they 
had had last year and that the attitude of the members of the Chicago Dental 
Society in regard to the oral hygienists be ascertained to guide the Board in making 
future decisions pertaining to them. 

Apparently there is a definite division of opinion among our members as to the 
merit and position of the oral hygienist in dental practice. We are convinced that 
there is also a large number of our members who are uninformed and open-minded 
about this problem. It is a serious one, too serious to go unchallenged. Girls are 
being trained within the boundaries of the state for a pursuit which they cannot 
legally follow in Illinois to the limit of their training. The army and the public 
health service are employing hygienists in the state as well as elsewhere in the nation. 

It is our intention to clarify this situation by a series of articles and editorials in 
future issues of THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW. The training of the hygienist, her func- 
tion, the reaction in states where she is licensed, the dangers real or implied to the 
public health from her licensing—all will be discussed in these articles. Since our 
members have never had the opportunity to express themselves individually about 
this matter which is of vital concern to them, we invite comment from them with 
permission to publish that which the Editorial Board deems pertinent. After the 
Society has had an opportunity to become better informed, the Board of Directors 
proposes to have the members vote to determine their opinion in regard to the future 
of the hygienists in Illinois. The Board of Directors then will have a factual founda- 
tion on which to base future decisions in relation to this problem. 
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EDITORIAL 


AFFILIATED ORGANIZATIONS AT THE MIDWINTER MEETING 


Thirty-one dental organizations are scheduled to hold meetings in conjunction 
with the Midwinter Meeting of the Chicago Dental Society. Last year, twenty-eight 
were listed in the Preliminary Program and five years ago there were fifteen. This 
trend bespeaks the importance and popularity of the Midwinter Meeting. We under- 
stand that some of the affiliated societies are contemplating the transfer of their 
annual meetings from the American Dental Association convention to the Chicago 
meeting. The members of the Chicago Dental Society can take pride in the recogni- 
tion thus accorded our organization. 

At the same time the trend must arouse our concern. One of the features of our 
mecting and one that is often commented upon by our guests is the freedom from 
the distracting influences of a business, political, or scientific nature that exist at 
meetings such as that of the American Dental Association. More than thirty asso- 
ciated groups met prior to or during the Houston meeting of the American Dental 
Association. Topics were discussed which could well have been presented’ at the 
convention proper to the benefit of many more dentists. At the conclusion of the 
select meetings, many departed whose presence and participation in the discussion 
during the sessions of the official meeting would have been stimulating and construc- 
tive. Most everyone attending our convention has been able to concentrate on its 
scientific and educational offerings and this seems to have been appreciated. There 
has been no House of Delegates, no election of officers, and, as yet, no serious con- 
flict from scientific programs of affiliated organizations to interfere with our program. 
This status should be maintained. A resolution designed to preserve this feature will 
be voted upon at the Society’s January business session. The resolution is published 
elsewhere in this issue. 

We believe that it is not the intention of the Board of Directors to prevent affili- 
ated organizations from conducting necessary business meetings providing that these 
sessions do not conflict with the program of the Chicago Dental Society, or from 
staging educational programs providing that the material to be discussed is not of 
general dental interest. The Board must recognize that many people with special 
interests attend the Midwinter Meeting, that is one of the factors that makes it 
great. Some come from long distances and. we invite and desire the presence of them 
all at our scientific sessions. It would be illogical and undesirable to preclude neces- 
sary special gatherings at a convention as large as ours. However, the Board does not 
want our meeting subject to the same criticism that is levelled at the American Den- 


tal Association, which is that the best part of the convention is over and that many 
have left before the official program begins. 


We believe that this resolution should be passed, but should be thoughtfully ad- 
ministered.—Robert G. Kesel.

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BOOK REVIEW 


Prevention of Malocclusion: By 
Paul Guy Spencer, D.D.S., Past Presi- 
dent of American Society of Orthodon- 
tists. Pp. 254. 217 Illustrations. Index. 
Cloth. Price $5.00. St. Louis: The C. 
V. Mosby Company, 1941. 


The material in Spencer’s text is di- 
rected to the attention of the general 
practitioner. The purpose of the book is 
to stimulate interest in preventive treat- 
ment particularly in the deciduous and 
mixed dentition in order to avert the 
development of future malocclusions. 

The author stresses the value of care- 
ful examination and serial records which 
permit longitudinal study of the individ- 
ual, thus providing a rational basis for 
diagnosis and future treatment. 

Sections are devoted to consideration 
of the normal denture, growth and de- 
velopment, metabolic factors such as 
endocrines and diet and to heredity. 

The problems of simple appliance con- 
struction are discussed in some detail. 
This is coordinated with a brief analysis 
of the mechanics involved. 

The sections on treatment concern 
themselves with the relatively simple 
measures that may be instituted with 
space maintainers, simple lingual arches 
and finger spring attachments,. labial 
velum rubber devices and myotherapy. 
The problem of extraction is also con- 
sidered. It should be pointed out that in 
many instances the treatment recom- 
mended by the author is of an ameliora- 
tive nature and does not restore the oc- 
clusion to the accepted normal. The fu- 
ture stability of such dentures is ques- 
tionable and the tendency for relapse 
may be great. 

Spencer decries the defeatist attitude 
that the many general practitioners and 
specialists adopt toward prevention. He 
feels that a large proportion of mal- 
occlusions result from the impact of en- 


vironmental factors, which are amenable 
to orthodontic intervention.—Milton 
Engel. 


Operative Oral Surgery: By Leo 
Winter, D.D.S., M.D., F.A.C.D., Sc.D. 
(Hon.) LL.D. Pp. 877. 1,011 Illustra- 
tions. Price $10.00. St. Louis: The C. 
V. Mosby Company, 1941. 


The approach which Dr. Winter uses 
in presenting this subject will be appre- 
ciated by all who are faced with the 
problem of treating patients with oral 
disturbances requiring surgical inter- 
vention. He discusses symptomatology, 
diagnosis, and treatment with special 
emphasis on treatment. That a textbook 
similar in style to this one is needed is 
shown by the deep interest exhibited by 
dentists at all meetings where treatment 
is discussed by reputable, experienced 
men. 

Dr. Winter points out in his preface, 
that the student of today as well as the 
practitioner is already acquainted with 
the fundamentals of anatomy, pathology 
and bacteriology, but lacks the necessary 
clinical experience to treat his cases with 
assurance. Therefore the stress in this 
book is “upon symptomatology and di- 
agnosis, with full and detailed informa- 
tion as to the best methods of treat- 
ment.” 

The author says, “I have, myself, from 
time to time suffered from want of de- 
tailed information especially as regards 
the after treatment of my cases, and I 
have had to learn the best methods of 
procedure from my own experience.” 

The author is conscious of the fact 
that the subject of Oral Surgery has be- 
come so extensive that any text attempt- 
ing to deal with it in an exhaustive man- 
ner necessarily must be so large and 
unwieldy as to be suitable only for pur- 
poses of reference and for use of those

The Temporomandibular Joint in Rheu- 
matoid Arthritis: — Dentists who encounter 
patients with ill-defined syndromes of “facial 
neuralgia,” or “stiffness of the jaw’ must con- 
sider the possibility of rheumatoid arthritis. 
The authors report that 51% of 100 con- 
secutive cases of rheumatoid arthritis showed 
involvements of the temporomandibular joint. 
Treatment of such cases requires intelligent 
cooperation of the dentist and the physician. 

The course of the arthritis in this joint is 
no different from that of others involved in 
rheumatoid arthritis as far as is known. The 
clinical signs, symptoms and course are simi- 
lar no matter what joint is involved. Syno- 
vitis is probably the most important primary 
pathologic change, then proliferation of the 
synovium, periarticular edema and_hydrar- 
throsis may follow and produce local pain, 
tenderness, swelling and irritations to the 
nerves supplying the synovium. Ability to 
open the mouth is reduced, but complete 
limitation of motion has not been observed. 
Limitation of motion in patients under 15 
leads to deformity of the mandible. In older 
patients rheumatoid arthritis of the temporo- 
mandibular joint may lead to subluxation, 
which, if severe, may cause the mandible to 
recede as much as 2.5 cm. This is probably 
due to pathologic changes in the joint itself, 
and to generalized muscular atony and 
atrophy. The pull of gravity plays an im- 
portant part in causing this recession, for it 
has been noted that subluxation is most severe 
in patients kept in the supine position. To 
prevent this subluxation, the authors devised 
a plastic collar designed to support the man- 
dible during rest. 

The transitory type of involvement of the 
temporomandibular joint is present in 8% of 
persons with rheumatoid arthritis. It is found 
in slightly diseased patients and would be 
most apt to be seen by the practicing dentist. 


Opening is limited to about 10 mm. for one 
to three days. Neuralgic discomfort may be 
referred to the ear, neck, teeth, maxilla, 
mandible, head, or may be limited to the 
joint itself. Complete rest of the closed jaw 
for two to five days with the application of 
heat at the site of the joint gives relief, and 
the prognosis is good. 

Acute involvement of the temporomandibu- 
lar joint occurs in 20% of persons with rheu- 
matoid arthritis, according to this study. The 
symptoms are more severe and the limitation 
of motion makes the diagnosis obvious. Local 
pain, warmth and swelling are produced. 
There is a limitation of motion usually to 
less than 10 mm. of opening. The patient 
should be impressed with the fact that con- 
‘servative treatment will lead to functional 
success. Physiologic rest is of paramount im- 
portance. The teeth should be in centric 
occlusion, barely separated and held that way 
even while talking or eating. Local heat over 
the joint is helpful. After a few days mild 
exercises are indicated, but the patient should 
never stretch his jaw muscles. Exercises con- 
sist of gum-chewing for an hour or two a day, 
increasing slowly by keeping within the limits 
of fatigue or actual pain. After a large 
amount of hard gum can be chewed for two 
or three hours without fatigue, a soft sponge 
rubber horseshoe cut to fit the shape of the 
occlusal line is used. Increasingly firm rubber 
is employed and the device is kept in the 
mouth several hours a day. The period of 
slowly increasing the function of the jaw lasts 
from one to two months. This method of 
treatment, the authors report, has always given 
a good functional result.— The Temporo- 
mandibular Joint in Rheumatoid Arthritis, 
Bayles, Theodore B., and Russell, Leslie A., 
J.A.M.A. 116:2842 (June 28) 1941.

who devote themselves exclusively to its 
practice. An attempt has been made to 
make this book of convenient size. To 
accomplish this and still make the work 
complete, the author used one thousand 
and eleven illustrations, which, if the 
Chinese proverb is correct, save over one 
million words. 

Everyone in the dental profession is 
interested in differential diagnosis of 
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swellings of the face and neck, in blood 
dyscrasias and their oral manifestations, 
in acute abscesses and their sequelae, in 
surgical preparations of the mouth for 
denture prosthesis, and many other prob- 
lems. Dr. Winter discusses the best 
methods of treatment in the light of his 
vast experiences. 

I believe that this textbook will find a 
welcome place in the offices of general 
practitioners of dentistry as well as in 
those of the specialists in Oral Surgery.
